MOLLY VATWAGNER'S~J EWELS. 


Hon; Judge Howard's Gouorosltjr 


was Rewarded. 


Judge Asa Howard , of Brooklyn, 


brought suit before Justice Graham 
to recover 341 C5 from Mrs. Mary 
Wagner for money expended in her 
behalf. Of course there are two 
sides to the story, and we give the 
Judge's first. It seems he had paid 
the proprietor of the Union Hotel, 
Brooklyn, the above named sum of 
money as n settlement in full for 
Mrs. Van Wagner's board, which 
was in arrears to that amount, and 
in default of payment of which tho 
hotel keeper hadlooked rip her room 
containing her trunk, clothes, jewel- 
ry, etc. From his further testimony 
it appears she had asked him to ar- 
range for the settlement -of her bill, 
and about that time she gave him a 
pawnbroker's ticket for some jewelry 
which was in pawn in San. Francisco. 
The Judge redeemed the jewelry at 
an expense of $14, and so far all was 
well. But now Mrs. Van Wagner 
goes to him and says that if he will 
call around with her on a friend, she 
will obtain the necessary funds, pay 
him the amount of her indebtedness
